an increased vigi we took place; the Genefals Epent these

The Coronation of Christophe and his wife, as King :and 
Queen of Hayti, (St. Domingo) was performed. with great 
pomp on Sunday,, the 24 of June, in the Champ de Mars, 
ut Cape Francois. After the ceremony, their Haytian Ma- 
jestics, and some of the Grand Officers of State, recgived 
the’ Sacrament from the’ hands of the Archbishop. A 
splendid repast of 600 covers followed, to’ which Captains 
Douglas aad O'Grady, and al} the English and American 
Merchants, were invited. At this entertainment the King, 
rising from his'scat, gaye the following toast: —** My Bro- 
ther, the King of ‘Great Britain,” which was drunk with 
three times three; lo whith he added, ‘* May he prosper, 
and be'successful against Bonaparte, and continue the bar- 
rier “between tliat lyrant aiid’ this king@m.” The next 
toast’ was given by the Archbishop—* The King of Hayti,” 
which wag also drunk with three times three. After this 
’ their Majésties returned to the Palace, befdre which a great

7? this case, tried at the Cork Assizes, the prisoner stood 
indicted for aitempting to roh the house of Sir Joho Purcell, 
at Highfort, on the night of the Lith of March last. The trial 
excited considerable inferest, and tlie Court -was crowded at an 
early hour on Monday, 6° 8 

Sir John Purcell deposed, that on.the night of l4th March 
last, after ‘he had retired to*bed, he heard some noise outside 
the winddw of his pariéur, He slept on the ground oor in a 
room immediately adjoining the parlodr, There was a door 
from.one room into the other, but this having been’ found in- 
convenient, aid there’ being ‘another pussage from the bed- 
chamber more accommodatiog, it was sailed ap, and some of 
the furniture of the parlour ‘placed against it, | Sharily after 
Bir Johu heard the noise in front af his house, thé windews of 
the parlour ‘were dashed in, and’ the’ naige occasiobed by the 
feet of the rabbers in leaping from the windows appeared to 
deunie a gang not less than fourtced, | Le immediately got out 
of bed, and the first determination he took being to make: résist- 
ance, it was with ne sayall mortification that he refleéted’ dpon 
the unarmed conditian ia which he-was placed, being desttiute 
of a single weapod, »' Ju this gate it oceurred to him, that hav- 
ing supped fy the bed-chamher, a knife had been left behind, 
and he instantl} proceeded to grope for this weapon, which 
happily ‘he found.” "While hé stood ‘in éxpeetpiod that’ the 
progress of the robbers would soun Jead them to his bed-cham- 
Der, he heard the furditere wick had been placed inst the 
naile «up dover ‘exprditiotat y-dls faced, "cult th atety after- 
wards this door was Durst open, The mado shone with gteat

until Sir John’s hand stopped ity progress, Upon receiving this 
tlirust, the villain reeled back, crying ont blasphemously tha 
he was killed, and shortly after another advanced who was re. 
ceived iti a@ similar ‘manner, and who also staggered back into 
the parlour, crying out that he was wounded, A voice from 
the outside give orders to fire into the dark room; upon 
which a mau stepped forward with a short gun, which had the 
butt broken off at the small, and which had a piece of cord tied 
roung the bartef and stock near the swell. As this fellow stood 
in the act to fire, Sir John saw that the contents of the piece 
were likely to pass close to his breast without menacing biw 
with any serious wound, and in this state of expectation, he 
stood until the piece was fired, and its contents harmlessly lodged 
in the wall, Jt was loaded with a brace of bullets and three 
slugs. As soon as the robber fired, Sir Joho made a pass at 
him with the knife, ‘and wounded him in the arm, which he 
repeaied aguin in a moment, witha similar effect, and as the 
others had done, the villain, upon being wounded, retired, ex- 
claiming, that he was wouided. The robbers immediately 
rushed forward from the parléur into the dark room, Sir Juha 
now thought that all chance v€ preserving hisowan life was over, 
and he resolved to sell that life still dearer to his ihtended mur- 
derers, than even what they had already paid for the attempt 
to deprive him of it. He did‘iat Inse a moment after the vil- 
ldins had entered the roum, to act with the determination he 
had abready adopted; he struck at the forth fellow with bis 
knife, ‘And wounded him, and at the same instant he received 
& blow’ oirthe “head, and fur: himself-grappled with. He 
shortened his hold of the knife, and stabbed repeatedly at the 
felluaw with’ whom he found himself engaged. . The floor being 
slippery from the blaod of the wounded man, Sir John and bis 
adversary both fell, and while they were on the ground Sit 
.Johu thinktag that his thrust with the knife, though made ivi 
all his.force, did not seem so produce the desived efect, he exs 
amined the point with his finger, and found that the blade liad 
heat néarthe point, As he lay struggling on the ground be eh 
deavoured, but ynsuccesfully, to straighten the cyrvature in the 
knife, but while one hand was employed in this attempt, 
perceived that the grasp of his adversary was loving Ils co 
straint and pressbre, And ty a mJiment or two after he found hit- 
self shortly’ released from it—<the limlys of the robber were 
fact by this time wuneryed by death. Sir John found that tls 
felluw had a sword in bis hand, and this he immediately seized,

Hott, The witnesses 
yere re-examined, with the addition of thatof Mr, Shillito, 
one of the Sutgeens whe attended the deceased, From the evi- 
dente of this witness, it appeared, that independent of two 
wounds on the left side of the head, with the skull fractured 
und driven spon the brain to the extent of five inches, the de- 
ceased had alse received two violent blaws on the lower part of 
the skall on the same side, and also. several severe contusions on 
each thighs that the deceated had been understood repeatedly 
to articulate, although indistinenly, that Woolzver did it, and
